1. Copper including Copper Rods (Wrought or Unwrought) 

2. Zinc (or Spelter) 

3. Lead 

4. All grades of Pig Iron (including alloy steel pig iron) but excluding pig iron chips. 

5. Waste and Scrap for femclting (melting scrap) of all grades of non-alloy steel in any form/condition 
including remelting scrap ingots. 

6. Old ships. Vessels (except Indian Flag Vessels) for breaking. 
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
